For sheer tenacity, endurance, persist- 
ence, adaptability, facility, keenness be 
is one of the country’s wonderful fig- 
ures. Pulitzer rose to great heights 
because he had the depth and the range 
of vision and intelligence which dis- 
tinguishes the real men of influence and 
power from the merely smart and suc- 
cessful men. 

Pulitzer was really a great patriot and! 
servant of mankind. As he won success 
his papers became more and more bal- 
anced and conservative except in one 
respect##-his enthusiasm for his country, 
for its Constitution and institutions be- 
came more intense. He displayed a per- 
fectly amazing loyalty and consistent 
devotion t6 human HMberty and human 
rights, and he developed a perfect pas- 
sion for the fundamentals of righteous- 
ness in Btate and nation. 

His voice and pen were always against 
fraud and chicane, and in time he be- 
came a power for honesty in public life 
He followed the straight th, evading 
the perils of crankery on the one hand 
and of hide-bound conservatism on the 
other; and he pursued his course with a 
vigor, skill and Intelligence and with an 
eagerness and fidelity from which nei- 
ther popularity nor self-interest swerved 
him so much as a hair’s breadth. He 
was free and independent, and his paper 
never, while he lived, was an organ for 
any cause except that the Constitution 
and the Union mght grow and wax 
great and that human liberty and eelf- 
government might thrive. A great light 
has gone out.

Behold how to the 
last, as the physical condition crept 
upon him, he was seeing the best al- 
most unerringly with that keener and 
purer mental ‘vision which was en- 
throned above his sightless eyes! 

Joseph Pulitzer cerffinly ranks among 
the greatest journalists of America. 


FROM THE PHILADELPHIA 
TELEGRAPH: In 1883 Mr. Pulitzer 
was able to take over the New York 
World, at that time a tottering property 
with a circulation of less than 50,000, and 
it was here that he introduced methods 
that were afterward “Called “yellow.” 
Phe toning Qf the World was accom- 
plished gradually, so that today, while it 
presents the news more sensationally 
than some of its contemporaries, it is re- 
Garded as conservative in its editorial 
rolicy. 

In summing up the career ef Mr. Pu- 
iitzer it may be said he set a new pace 
for American journalism. That he re- 
vealed two distinct personalities scarce- 
ly may be doubted. Ambition for indi- 
vidual success in the early days marked 
to’ seme extent his better nature, but 
success being assured, he discarded 
methods that were not in harmony with 
the verities, and disclosed a character 
influenced by*high ideals. He did much 
for charity in a rational way, and was 
always a liberal if exacting employer. 


FROM THE NEw BRITAIN 
(CONN.) HERALD: Joseph Pulitzer 
introduced a system of business manage- 
ment into the World office that will in 
no way be affected by his death, the 
raper wili go on as usual, though the 
hand of the man under whose guidance 
it became one of the greatest, if not the 
greatest, newspaper in this country, will 
de forever absent and his wonderful 
brain work will not be there to direct it. 

His advent into New York journalism 
has been so recent that all can easily re- 
member it. His wonderful Career as a 
newspaper man really began at that 
time. He had been & reporter and had 
climbed through all the various stages 
of newspaper work until he had reached 
the top with no help except his own in- 
domitable courage and will and has 
since exercised through his paper as 
great an influence in American affairs 
as that of any other man. 

In summing up the work of the World 
‘on the death of its owner it must be ad- 
‘mitted that has faught the cause of 
the people with unremitting energy, that 
it did a great deal of good.

Mr. Pulitzer iad. been 
blind for 22 years and there have. bersi 
general sympathy and admiration for a 
man wno never permiite: physical dis- 
abilities of « pecuLar depressing nature 
to impede the activities 6f a keen and. 
powerful mind.

.PREXSS: The career and brilliant suc- 
cess of Josepb Pulitser mark him as 
one of t whose lives are an exam- 
ple of what talent, force and courage 
can accomplish in this land of oppor- 
tunity when combined and rightly ap- 
plied.

—* of a newspaper, but Mr. Pulitzer’s 
mind embraced it as a whole and made 
the World a great newspaper in all its 
departments, great as « Vehicle for 
news, powerful in its editorial infivence. 

From the standpeint of human capa- 
city, My. Pulitzer attempted and per⸗ 
formed too much. The Mater years of 
his life were clouded by weakened 
health, impaired vision, agd finally total 
blindness. His death at 6 is premature, 
but measured by achievement his life 
has been a full and a iong one. He in- 
spired his great newspaper with his 
own courageous and independent spirit, 
and this will live after him and keep 
his name and deeds te remembrancs.

RECORD: A wonderful man was Jo- 
seph Pulitzer, whose life has just ended.”

Pulitzer had acquired that detective 
knowledge of public tastes, of public 
strengths dnd public weaknesses which 
he who is to dominate a great journal 
must have at his command if he would 
tnake circulation influence. The New 
York World is his monument, and it is 
the monument of a distinguished per- 
sonal journalist.

Her husband may be King of Great Britain, 
Emperor of India, Defender of the Faith and all 
the rest of it, but that wouldn’t help him any 

if he came home late from the club, with the odor 
of cloves on his breath and a forgotten poker 
chip or two in his pockets. 

In such a case he would be no better off, 
despite his+high titles, than Mr. Brown, or Mr, 
Jones, or Mr. Smith, or Mr. Johnson, with Mmes.

ROYAL SUITES ARE COMMODIOUS, 


Forward on the spar deck of the Medina are the 
Suites of cabins set. apart for the King and 
Queen. Each contains a stateroom about 22 by 
16 feet, a bed chamber about 16 by 18 feet and a. 
} bathroom, which of itself will be 12 by 18 feet. 
The Queen’s suite is on the starboard side and 
the King’s on the port side. The beds are silver- 
plated and swinging couches have been provided 
for use in rough weather. 

The Queen's suite is paneled in white, with fur- 
niture of inlaid satin wood. In the stateroom 
there are specially designed writing..tables, book- 
cases and cabinets, while the ettees and chairs 
are upholstered in green and white striped silk. 
In the King’s suite the chief differences are that 
the. carpets and upholstery are blue instead of 
green and that the furniture is mahogany instead 
of satinwood, 

Between the suites runs the stairway which 
leads to the music and divan room, on the hurri- 
cane deck. It is paneled in light oak, gray pile 
carpets are on the floor and the upholstery and 
hangings are of a most agreeable light blue. The 
decorations of the walls of the room are carried 
out with allegorical figures representing “Dawn,” 
“Night,” “Sea” and “Sky.” 

The dining .saloon is paneled in oak, stamped 
with the King’s monogram. Beneath , superb 
glass dome is a long center table, which may be 
divided into smaller tables. There are also six 
circular tables near the ports. Armchairs of satin 
wood are fitted to all the tables with coverings 
of cream linen bordered with the royal blue.

\FRENCH GENIUS SUPREME 


IN FRENCH SCHOOL BOOKS.

PARIS, Nov. 4.—French patriotism often leads 
to amusing statements in school histories, as well 
as in the dally newspapers. School children here 
firmly believe that America was discovered by the 
Frenchman, the exploration by Columbus being 
made in histories secondary to those of Jaques 
Cartier. " 

Nearly every important invention is credited 
‘to French genius. It is taught that the telephone 
and telegraph were invented by Frenchmen, and 
also wireless telegraphy, Prof. Bratly being cred- 
ited with the last-named achievement. Fiying 
machines were not due to the Wrights, it is de- 
clared,.but to Adeer, whose machine can still be 
seen in a museum here, but it is overlooked: that 
it would not fly. 

Now comes the to-be-expected paragraph an- 
nouncing that a Frenchman was able to remain 
aldft stationary on a glider two/ years before the 
Wrights began their recent remarkable experi- 
ments in North Carolina. A young aviator named 
Raymond Hekking fs credited with having re- 
mained aloft on a motorless glider for five min- 
utes near Havre in September, 1909. The French 
papers even gleefully assert that Hekking, of 
whom no one ever heard before, remained aloft 
with the wind not so strong as that which favored

— Who Had Been Prom- 
ised Fortune Called Witnesses 
When Guest Died. ’ 


-|$4360 SEWN IN A_ VEST 


Man to Whom Fortune Had 
Been: Promised Is Made Ad- 
ministrator of Estate. 


ENID, Ok., Nov, 4—Had it not been 
for the honesty and high character of 
Gerhardt Theilen, a farmer living nine 
miles northwest of Enid, the fact that 
$11,600.05 cash and $2000 in securities had 
been secreted in his home by C. F 
Schulze, an eccentric bachelor who re- 
sided with him, would not have been 
disclosed folluwing the death of Schulze. 
Theilen could have kept the money and 
no one would have been the wiser. 

Theilen often had been promised by 


Schulze that what property he possessed 
would be left to him at death. But 
~*hen death came to the former German 
soldier Theilen did *not examine his 
property until he had conferred with an 
attorney. When Thellen was made the 
executor of the estate he called neigh 
bors to accOmpany him into the room 


which Schulze had’ occupied. 


Schulze died of pneumonia at 7% years 
of age. It was believed by Theflen that 
he had money hidden in his room: The 
$4 a week he paid for board had been 
forthcoming regularly in currency. 
Schulze was reticent and never spoke 
of his affairs even to the family except 
when he said he wanted the Theilens to 
have his property. 

Is Appointed Administrator. 

Following the death, Thielen came 
to Enid to consylt attorneys on. wha?‘ 
should be done about the burial and 
disposition of the property. He was 
legally sworn as administrator and 
then he asked the help of two neigh- 
bors in search of the room. 

Though. it was believed 
Schulze was well to do, what wos 
found was revelation. Tne room 
where Schulze lived a hermit’s. life 
11 years was searched and the resul: 
was the finding of $11,630.06 in cash 
wrapped in old socks, sewed ints 
vests, hidden in secret drawers ati 
in every conceivable place. 
article of clothing yielded its treas- 
ure of gold coins or gold certificates 
Every nook and corner seemed to 
conceal gold, every spot of the room 
Beemed fraught with some secret 
known only to the dead soldier who 
had. amassed money but who - had 
only strangers. to care for him. 

His Vest Worth $4360. 

For years Schulze had worn a 
homemade muslin vest linea with $2 

gold certificates of a value of $4360. 
A vest found in a closet contained 
$1910 in gold pieces. O14 German 
socks had been used ag gold sacks. 
Money seemed to be é¢verywhere. 
Combination locks. were frequently 
encountered in the explorations of 
the old man’s effects. Hiddeh in a 
false bottom In an eld. handmade 
chest was $4260 in $20 gold pieces. 

Besides the money, aotes aggregat- 
ing $2000 were found in unconcelv- 
able places. Letters showing that the 
old man had negotiated loans in 
Texas were also found and it is pos- 
sible that the extent of the fortune 
will not be known until the arrival 
of relatives. 


GIANT WATER PLANT: 
FOR HORSE HEAVEN 


Irrigation for 300,000 Acres. of 
Fertile Washington Land Will 
Cost $16,000,000. 


SPOKANE, Wash., Nov. 4—Three 
hundred thousand acres of land in the 
Horse Heaven country, in Klickitat, 
Yahima and Benton Counties tn South 
Central Washington will be reclaimed 
by a $16,000,000 project, upon which the 
Klickitat Irrigation arid Power Co., has 
started construction work near Golden- 
dale. It is announced that 2000 meri 
soon will be employed. The undertaking 
is financed by English and Canadian 
capital. Five years will be required 
to complete the works. 

The main canal, lined with concrete, 
will be @ feet in width at the top, 18 
feet at the bottom, 12 feet in depth 
and 122 miles in length, 
primary laterals, aggregating 200 miles, 
and 1000 miles ‘of distributing laterals. 
The project includes also five miles of 
tunnels, large storage reservoirs, dams, 
and weirs. Four thousand second feet 
of water will be required to cover the 
acreage. 

The land to be frrigated is owned by 
ranchers, who will pay $60 an acre for 
the water rights in 15 anntial instal- 
The first payment is due one 
year after water is avaible.

John P. Logan, Once Prominent 
as Arkansas Fruit Grower, 
Held on Several Counts. 


HE WAS HEAVY BORROWER 


After Collapse of Institution He 
Promoted, Became: Hotel 
Keeper:in Kansas City. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. Nov. 4—State 


leaders of the last Senate, is awaiting 
trial on indictments by the Polk County 
grand jury in connection with the fail- 
ure of the Bank of Grannis, of which 
he was cashier and chief promoter.’ 
The bank failed during the session of 


the Legislature ‘last spring, and ‘soon 
afterwards Senator Logan departed for 
Kansas City, where he remained until 
a few weeks ago, when he was arrested 
and brought back to this state by 
Sheriff ‘Thornton, to answer charges 
preferred by Prosecuting Attorney J. 
Cc. Pinnix. 

At the time of his disappearance from 
Grannis, Senator Logan is said to have 


cernead-of the financial condition of the 
bank. Soon afterward he wrote letters 
from Kansas City to persons in Grannis 
and Mena saying that he was ready to 
return at any time he was wantéed. . 

He is charged with having accepted 
money for deposit with knowledge ‘that 
the bank was insolvent. He was bound 
over in two cases on $00 bond each, 
waived preliminary examination and 
was subsequently indicted by the grand 
jury. Bond was furnished by friends 
and relatives in Fort Smith, tothe 
extent of $2500. 


Logan Long Prominent. 

‘W. M. Pipkin of Polk County, who 
was appointed receiver‘of the bank, is 
endeavoring to save as much as possible 
out of the ruin for the benefit of the 
creditors. 

The case has attracted widespread at- 
tention because of Logan's prominence, 
He is a native of Ouachita County, --rk., 
2 years of age, and has represented two 
districts in the State Senate the hirty- 
*yurth, corsisting of Benton County, and 
the Thirty third, consisting of Scott and 
Polk counties. Beginning his career as 
a traveling salesman, he became a fruit 
grower 18 years ago, a ad attained prom- 
inence in that work, having served as 
presiden: of the, National Hofticu!tural 
Society and president of the State Hotti- 
icultural Society. Seven years ago he 
was an aspirant for the D=2mocratic 
nomination for Governor, but wi:hdrew, 
and two years later had a similar ex- 
perience with his rac: for Tommissioner 
of Mines, Manufactures and Agricul- 
ture. 

He removed from Silvam €&prings to 
Grannis, five years ago, and immedi:tcely 


re-entered politics, being elected in’ the’ 


State Senate. Soon aftervvard he was 
among the promoters of the Bank of 
Grannis. | 


Was a Heavy Borrower. 

From the evidence 
courts it appears that che Bank of 
Grannhis is a pretty bad Wreck. It is 
the general opinion of those familiar 
with the situation that the credfiTors 
will not realize more than % per cet 
and it is alleged that the cause ap- 
pears to have been bad loans chiefly 
made by Cashier Logan. Keports are 
‘that the records disclose,a loan of $400 
made by the bank tq Logan Jan. 11, 
198, about one year after the vark was 
opened. Later there was a loan of $300 
to the Logan Miliing Co cf Grannis, 
owned by Logan, which, it is said, does 
not appear to have been paid. Avain

It Is said } 
these loans were personal to Logan and 
were unsecured. 

The $1500 loan and $4500 of the $6000 
loan, together with the Interest due on 
each, © undertook td pay May i5, 
this year, by executing to the band hié 
deed to lands which he owned near 
Grannis and by having his wife execute 
her deed to their home place in Gran- 
nis, title to wifich’ Mad beet th Her tame.

$3000, his dee@s being miade subject to 
these and his estimate being that the 
properties were worth the amount of 
the notes above the mortgage debts.

manned instantly. The balloon. had 
fallen on the mud flats near Brigantine 
Reef, in Grassy Bay. As Mrs. Vaniman 
set off with one rescuing party, a dozen 
motor boats started in the direction of 
the flats. 

. The tide was out and the motor boats 
could not get within two. miles of the 
flats. It then was noon. At 4 olclock, 


savers threw the end of. 600 fathoms of 
rope to the Vaniman party. This rope 
Was attached to the balloon and the 
boat began to pull, only to run aground. 


Airship Is Rescued. 
It was not until 8:30 this ¢vening, 


after working for nearly 10 hours, that 
the airship was rescued and brought 
back to its hangar, only slightly dam- 
aged. ‘While the balloon on pontoons 
was being towed in, it came into col- 
lision with a-large sand dredge and one 
of the stays on the side of the_airship 
was bent. “Repairs on the Akron, it is 
figured, can be made in two days. 

Today’s accident has not in the least 
affected the enthusiasm -with w.aich 
Vaniman ‘and his crew are ‘working to 
attempt to. cross the ocean. 

The accident ‘is attributed to an in- 
sufficient’supply of -gas...The fact that 
‘the sun Was shining made Vaniman feel 
safe in taking out his balloon when it 
was not completely inflated. He thought

Rudolph 
Abeken went in at end and played a 
startling game, while Perrings did 
equally as well in place of Nipher at 
halfback. | 

There is little doubt, however, that 
Coach Cayou will keep Abeken in the 
line-up for the rest of the season, due 
to his showing in the Knox game. His 
defensive tactics were commendable, 
while his offensive play was always 
yielding and brought forth the desired 
gains. 

Start Like Whirlwinds. 

The myrtle and maroon followers were 
stunned at the rapidity with which the 
visiting players ushered in the scoring 
from the outset, and from the way they 
continued to cirele around the Wash- 
ington players it looked as if there would 
be little to it but the Knex team.

We also discovered that he threw fi 
in a-side manner, and that he gave his 
arm such a peculiar twist that he 
couldn't get much speed on it, and also 
it must be very wearing on his arm.

When we examined them we: were sur- 
prised to find that five out of the eight had been 
shot through the forehead. This being something 
very unusual, it caused us to make a very careful 
investigation of the surroundings. Going back to 
the cave, we found that all around the front of it 
had been spattered with balls, and, going inside 
again, we could not find that there had been 
more than one man in the cave while the shoot- 
ing was going on, as all of the empty shells were 
of the same caliber (30-30) and fitted the gun 
that was leaning against the rock close to the 
body. The rifle was a new 30-30 Winchester, and 
we found several boxes of shells, most of them 
steé] balls. We also found some .38 Winchester 
shells in boxes in the back of the cave. 

‘we examined the body and found that he had 
been shot twice,.once through the fleshy part of 
the thigh and once through the right side. I 
think that this shot must have passed through the 
lung. Evidently he -had lived 10 to 12 hours after 
being shot, aS he had succeeded in bandaging 
himself and stopped blood. We could see where 
he had made a trip or two from the blanket to 
the water can, and it looked as though he had 
either started to leave or to guard the cave, as 
he was near the front, lying part way up on the 
rooks, when he must have dropped dead, as there 
were no signs of a struggle where he lay.

It was no longer 
letters, but “municipal marriage bureau,’ in 
which eligibles were being booked under three 
classes—Class A, for persons from 16 to 20 years 
old; Class B, for applicants between the ages of 
20 and 35, and Class C, for all persons more than 
$5 years old. An “advisory board” also was 
mentioned, its personnel being Mayor Hanna, 
Secretary Lytton, Horace Susong, City Clerk, and 
Dr. H. L. Saylor, City Physician. 

Then the trouble began in earnest. From 
every state the letters came. Within a few days 
115 applicants had sent their names to the 
“bureau.” Both sexes were represented, as were 
all ages from 16 to 90. Mayor Hanna threw up 
his hands in despair. Lytton threw up the 
sponge. 

The reporters chortled, that being the proper 
way to rejoice when a huge practical joke rushes 
out of the unexplored forest of foolishness .and 
sits down on somebody. They printed columns 
about the “bureau,” and unblushingly went back 
every day for more “dope.” They subjected Ed- 
ward C, Lytton’s name to a renovating and re- 
modelling process and sent it forth shining as 
“BE. Cupid Lytton, Manager of the Des Moines 
Municipal Marriage Bureau.” All of which 
aroused in Mr. Lytton about the same degree of 
enjoyment that he would have felt in an attack 

of smallpox. 

Once realizing that the bureau had him in its 
clutches, however, Lytton faced the situation 


‘Dravely. He opened and read every one of the 
letters, that came in increasing numbers every 


day. And now, as a consequence, he feels qual-

News of the marriage bureau reminded an 
Omaha chauffeur that he always had considered 
Iowa girls the finest in the world, and that un- 
less the bureau helped him marry one of them 
right away his life would take on that hopeless 
aspect generally referred to as a “gloomy fizzle.” 
Another man got so enthusiastic about the bu- 
reau that he addressed his letter to Lytton at 
“Des Moines, or Cupid City, Iowa.” 

From one of the Southern States the woman 
principal of a college wrote to inform Dr. Saylor 
that he had at last made himself worth while 
tc the world. She informed him that if he suc- 
ceeded in his laudable determination to “make 
souls happy,” he would. be “greater than Edi- 
son.” Futhermore, she regarded the scheme as 
such a desirable way of improving civilization 
that she was seriously considering putting it 
into practice in her part of the country. “Send 
along the bylaws,” she wrote. 

Not a few of the letters began with “I saw your 
advertisement in the paper.”

HE peaceful passing away in Paris a few 
T days ago of Detective Cochefert, who ar- 
rested Capt. Dreyfus in 1894, and later 
made such a tangle of the Humbert case that 
bis Government had to shelve him, has deprived 
France of a very remarkable man. If he had not 
chosen to be a detective, and a famous one at 
thet, he might have made a fortune as a comed- 
ian, conjuror or chainpion strong man. He had 
enormovs physical strength and his herculean 
physiqve obtained for him the honor in far 
back years of conducting Grand Dukes and other 
distinguished visitors through the dens of crime 
in Paris. 


Cochefert made. in his early days of police serv- 
ice a tour of France disguised as a wizard. He 
traveled with the itinerant company of a show 
and distinguished himself at. fairs and markets 
by his sleight-of-hand tricks. He was really on 


‘the trail of a murderer, and not ** fellow- 


showmen suspected that he was‘ “anything but a 
professional performer. He caught the murderer 
dnd left the show, much to the disgust of the 
proprietor, who offered him flattering induce- 
ments to give up detective work and stick to the 
show business. 
Strange tales have been told of Cochéfert’s 
appetite, of which he was’ by/no means ashamed.

His successes in soctety were equally yhenom- 
enal. This Iowa clerk, though born and reared in 
comparative poverty, was also one to the manor 
born. Instinctively, he haa all the airs of a man 
of money. He was able to look like a million- 
aire, to dress like one and to act like one. Na- 
ture had impressed upon him the appearance of a 
financial captain, 

As such, he was at once accepted. The most 
»*xclusive palaces of Newport and Fifth avenue 
ansealed their doors to the open sesame of his 
personality. The clerk who had once busied Aim- 
self with waybills and freight tarifts became mas- 
ter of a yacht, automobiles, valets and all the 
other appurtenances of a millionaire. Hig stand- 
ing was immensely enhanced by his marriage. 

Miss Marjorie Burnes came ofa family which 
won its wealth in St. Joseph, Mo., and owned 
valuable property on Market street, St. Louis.

“Toward the end of 1908, the house of Sidney C. 
Love & Co. began “going short” on the markets, 
especially in wheat, in opposition to James A. 
Patten’s famous bull campaign. Daniel G. Reid 
for three months fought hand in hand with Love. 
The latter was “short” on Southern, Pacific when 
it was at 108 and was still “short” when it rose 
to 120. In November, Reid decided he had had 
enough, and began selling. He advised: Love to 
do the same. Love, stubbornly confident in his 
own ‘judgment, repelled the advice. 

The result was that in January, 1909, the offices 
of Sidney C. Love & Co. were closed in Wall 
Street. Love, with his usual bravado, explained 
that he had made enough money and intended 
devoting the rest of his life to spending i He 
and his wife went to Europe. 

But the financial world was not deceived. Love’s 
speculations Kad practically ruined him. - He had 
lost more than $1,000,000 of his own money. 
Worgt of all, he had, it was said, also lost 
$2,000,000 of Rock Island securities entrusted to 
him by W. H. Moore. 

The creditors of the firm lost nothing, for 
Moore settled all of its obligations. It was even 
said that Moore regarded his action as puying « 


‘debt he owed to Love. For Love, whom the rail- 


road magnate had raised from obscurity to mil- 
lionairedom, had reciprocated by fulfilling the 
railroad man's most ardent ambition—an intro- 
duction to Newport society. 

Still, Love’s situation was not thought desper- 
ately extreme. His wife still had her income of 
$75,000 a year, and this sum, although it would 
mean relative pauperism for those in whose caste 
the couple had lived, would still keep the wolf 
from the door. 

According to her testimony, Mrs. Love did in 
fact assist her husband financially after his busi- 
ness collapse.

Perhaps the reason Baker lias succeeded so wel) 
as a baseball player ts that he chose baseball) as 
a career and studied it earnestly and scientifically. 
Just as a lawyer or physician studies his life 
work, so does Baker direct his attention to the 
best way, of playing baseball. 

From this fact the ambitious student who woulc 
scorn such @ career as that offered by the base- 
ball diamond may gain a lesson worth his serious 
consideration. The fact to be considered is not 
that Baker chose baseball instead of another pro- 
fession, but that he went into it with a deter. 
mination to succeed. 

That he has succeeded is patent. He played five 
years ago for $5 a week. Today he is‘one of thosc 
heroes—and they are few—who attained eminence 
in the trying times of championsuip baseball 
games. He is one of that exclusive company which 
heretofore has included only such men as “Bill’’ 
Dinneen, Christy Mathewson, George Rohe, John

It is to be wondered, after all, if Baker, the 
mild-mannered, unassuming Maryland farmer, 
does not consider it a kind of misfortune to bec 
suddenly made the idol of American~ millions.
